Pat, you need to tell us more about your radio and its filters, but it 
sounds like you are able to copy any CW signal on "both sides of zero 
beat." This suggests that your filter(s) are not very sharp and/or that the 
radio is not aligned properly. Most modern designs are capable of near 
perfect "single signal" operation in which an audio beatnote is produced on 
only one side of zero beat. Which side varies with the radio, but most 
Icoms for example, operate such that increasing the dial frequency will 
increase the audio tone. 


>From your description, although I am not at all sure what your WOOWWeeee . 

is intended to sound like, what you were hearing was one station that 
was in the main passband of your filter and then you started hearing 
another station on another frequency that was on "the other side of zero 
beat" and which your filter was also passing.

No capacitor should be placed across the dummy load. 


What you need is an RF voltmeter or an RF probe on a DVM (which makes it an 
RF voltmeter). You do need to know whether the RF voltmeter reads in Peak 
volts or RMS volts - many are RMS, but there are some that read peak, so be 
sure to be safe. Alternately, you can measure the peak RF voltage with a 
calibrated 'scope that will handle the frequency of measurement correctly - 
when using a ‘scope, you will see the peak to peak waveform voltage, and you 
need to divide that in half to obtain the zero to peak voltage. 


Read the RF voltage across the dummy load with the RF voltmeter and then use 
the formula V*V/R - where V is the RMS voltage and R is the resistance of 
the dummy load. If you are using a peak reading meter, you need to convert 
the reading to RMS first with the formula (Vpeak*xSQRT2) /2.

My lord ! Take the capacitor out and measure the voltage across the load 
with a scope or a good multimeter. Then use V42/R and you'll have a decent 
power measurement. If you measure RMS voltage then you'll calculate RMS 
power. Your multimeter must be capable of measuring the voltage at the 
frequwncy of interest - many multimeters are only good into the upper AF 
range. The scope - depending on its bandwidth - easily capable of 
measuring RF voltage although it's accuracy is probably only 3% at best. 
Still, that's way better than most power meters The additional reactance 
from the capacitor is exactly what you don't want.

How exactly a capacitor to ground 

can provide feedback is something I'm not sure about. Maybe somebody 
has some insight on that. Sometime I'll try taking out that capacitor 


and see if it still oscillates. 


There is a revision to the TT2 that I noticed, the output coupling 


transformer has been changed to a bifilar wound 1:4 transmission line 
transformer. Maybe this couples the RF out with less loss? 


Both old and new schematics are on the njqrp site so you can see the 
difference in how this transformer is designed. 


Regarding transistors, this circuit is not extremely critical to say 
the least, I think almost any common NPN transistor should work as 
long as the frequency and beta specs are adequate. Most any Silicon 
NPN should be close enough.

I built what I think was that same transmitter in 1968, right after I had 
received my novice license. I was waiting for parts that I had ordered for 
a homebrew transmitter featured in QST, but was itching to get on the air. 
I saw the article about the bare bones xmtr in EI, I believe, and found 
that I had the necessary parts in my junk box. It seems to me that it was 
supposed to run about 7 watts input (obligatory QRP reference <g>). Looking 
back on the project, I now realize that it was an invitation to 
electrocution, but I forged ahead. I made a contact on it with an 
extra-class student of mine about 5 miles away, who said it had an awful 
hum and a pronounced chirp. In fooling around with it, trying to measure 
some voltages, I somehow shorted something out and one of the resistors 
blew up with a loud bang and a cloud of acrid smoke. It took a day or two 
for the smell in my basement to dissipate. That piece of gear was 


immediately retired, but it was an interesting introduction to ham radio.

I want to thank everyone on my problem with my PSK - the one where my 
signal to my rig didn't work. 


The common solution was to pull the wires and check them for a short. - OK 
I did that but first I checked from tip to ground, no short. Tip to 
ring, No short. Ring to ground, no short. 


I pulled the wires anyway and same thing plus a good signal from tip to 
wire end for tip and from ground to wire end for ground. 


Put everything back togather and same problem. I plug into the SPK out 
and the waterfall stops being displayed (it continues to drop). Unplug it 
and it works again. 


SO, I get more wire out and test. First I plug my speakers in and only 
one speaker has sound - check it out and it's the speaker going from TIP 
to Ground - just like the interface is wired. The way I checked this is I 
took a spare sterio plug and wired it up and touched the other ends to the 
speaker plug. 


Sitting there with these wires coming out of my computer I thought I'd try 
my plug going to the interface - both wires (tip and ground) attached and 


the display does it's thing. Now with just the tip connected the display 
is fine. So I try the tip to the ring - no problem and tip to ground 
(don't tell my not to do this, it's done) but again no problem. 


OK now ground wire to ground - display stopps. Ground to tip OK. I also 
had the speaker pluged in ("Y" cable) sound stopps when I touch the ground 
wire to the ground part of the plug. 


Someone mentioned a possible ground loop - not sure what that is but could 
that be it?

Guys, I saw some mention on here of the NorCal paddles, and how some wish 
that they were available again. Well, they are and they aren't. Wayne 
Smith, K8FF, designed the paddles, and gave NorCal the rights to produce as 
many as we wanted to. We did 1600 of them, Jim Cates got tired of carrying 
them to the post office and getting the dirty looks from the post office 
guy, so we turned the rights back to Wayne. He in turn, sold the rights to 
Vibroplex, who made the paddles as a finished product, and made several 
improvements, including knurled adjustment nuts, silver contacts, etc. They 


also changed the name to the "Code Warrior", and they sell for $99.95, when 
you can get them, as they sell out fast. The Vibroplex model is an 
excellent paddle, and compares very well with anything else in its price 
range. 


The paddle is no longer available as a kit. Vibroplex decided to go with a 
finished product, and I think it was the right move for them. When we first 
decided to do the kits, Jim and I discussed it and said that the goal was to 
have a set of paddles that had a good feel to them, solid in construction, 
and something that would not be easily damaged if taken camping or ona 
portable Qrp to the Field type of operation. We envisioned guys getting 
them, putting them together as they came, and not worrying about how they 
looked. You could actually do that and have a very good set of paddles 
quickly. The problem was that they looked rough in the raw form. Well, 
did we get a surprise. We could not believe the lengths that people went to 
to finish them. Guys did them on airplanes, chrome plated them, gold plated 
them, powder coated them, baked them in the oven, painted them camouflage, 
just about every configuration possible. The kits were not something that 
required a master craftsman to build and use. There were master craftsmen 
that did build them, but many average guys with average ability have the 
paddles and use them every day, which is what we intended. 


Now, what is available in a good paddle? I saw Dennis Foster's TeNeKe 
again at Ft. Smith, and guys, this thing is a bargain. He has table top 
models, miniature models, models that mount on your leg, models that mount 
on a K2 or a K1, just about any configuration that you can think of. He is 
working on getting a web page, and when he does, I will let you know. 

Dennis is planning on going to HamCom, so you will be able to pick up keys 
there. By the way, his most expensive paddle is about $40 I think. Hope 
this helps.

Howdy, 


The Winter 2000 issue of NorCal's QRPp has the St. Louis Paddle article 


along with NA5N's exceptional step-by-step drawings. 


My old friend WONVM and I had a blast doing this hombrew project together. 
These days I leave my expensive and fragile hardware at home and use an SLP 
for portable and trailside operating. 


This single-lever paddle is built into a 1/4" stereo plug. The paddle can 
be inserted into a mating jack installed in a radio or added to a cable 
assembly and used two-handed. Or, one-handed if your really good! <g> 


I prefer the cable assembly option. In the field, it can be hard to find a 
suitable flat operating surface for a traditional paddle along with 
convenient seating, especially trailside. 


Since the original article was released we developed a leg-mount accessory 
based on the TE-NE-KEY design from Dennis Forster, KK5PY. It is a band of 
aluminum held in place with a velcro strap. The removable paddle itself is 
held in operating position with a small U-shaped spring-steel clamp 
elevated slightly on a stand-off. The leg-mount is very good for mobile or 
longer-term operating in portable locations. 


I also use the paddle at home manually or installed on the leg mount. 
Actually, a lot more than I had expected to at the outset. It sends pretty 
decent CW well into the 30 WPM range. 


We could probably adapt the spring clamp leg-mount assembly to the K2 or 
K1. But, since neither of us own one of these radios (yet) development is 
lagging behind somewhat! <g> 


The little SLP has pretty decent feel and is adjustable for travel and 
touch, simplicity of the design notwithstanding. The paddle and accessories 
are very low-cost easily constructed with readily available materials. 
Finally, it is compact and weighs next to nothing. That's always a plus 
when your tramping up yet one more hill at the end of the day. 


Anyway, suggesting the SLP as an option for those interested homebrewing a 
set of portable paddles.

Right Jeff! 

As L. B. Cebik says in his new MFJ published book, (the revised Antenna 
pieces nos. 1-20 from Colorado QRP Club "Lowdown" magazine), you have to 
read and understand the context and way the author is using words about 
antennas. :-) By the way, although I have read the original pieces in 
"Lowdown", L. B. has added material, and in just the first 3 chapters I 
found refreshing and new information about dipoles, ladder line feeds, etc. 
For $20, it is a good book. It is available from QRP-ARCI on a special deal 
I think, but I found it yesterday at Austin Amateur Radio Supply, picked it 
up to take a look, and it followed me home! 


The 50 MHz losses for other than air dielectrics transmission lines are 
higher than the losses at HF bands, of 80 and 40, etc. Is what I was trying 
to say. This is shown in all the coax catalogs, and although hard to find, 
will be the case for parallel transmission lines. The losses relate to the 
dielectric used, and plastics are higher loss than air. 


Another thought about parallel lines: 

The ceramic insulators formerly used for making your own ladder line were 
glossy, so as to shed water, (glazed). Recently at ham fests, I saw 
someone selling old knob and tube UNGLAZED insulators as parallel line 
spacers. If you operate in a humid area, I would coat those to shed water. 
Paraffin was used in old times for wood insulators. A smooth coating to 
fill pores in the ceramic is what you would need. A UV resistant coating 
would work. However, products such as Thompson's water seal are wax based 
and would need to be renewed each year. I would guess those in El Paso, and 
other desert areas could use either glazed or unglazed ceramic. It was 
pretty dry air when I lived there!

Ladies and Gentlemen, 


I have wrestled with this concept long enough! 
Now, I ask your indulgence, and guidance - in other 
words - I have a question. I'll be brief: (kinda) 


Most QRP rigs use the concept of feeding the 
transmitted signal back through the receiver to 
generate sidetone. And I understand the idea of 
running the receiver 700-800 Hz higher than the 
I.F. to generate a cw note. My question 

concerns the relationship between the Rx offset, 
and the TX offset. Note: I have read every source 
of info on this subject that I could find, including 
Elmer 101 notes, SST manual, SW+ manual, and I am 
still confused. I know this was the subject of 

a thread about a year ago, but it never fully 
addressed the issue. 


1. - What is the purpose of the inductor in the 
TX 602/612 mixer? I know it lowers the freq. 
of the crystal, but why ??? And how much ?? 
The Elmer series - the closest thing I have 
found to an answer - says that 
the sidetone generated is the DIFFERENCE 
between the RX mixer and the TX mixer. For 
simplicity, lets assume 4 Mhz I.F. If the 


transceiver were tuned to 7.000, then the 
receiver mixer crystal would be 

set to 4.0007 (assume 700 Hz tone), the transmit 
mixer would have no offset, run at 4 Mhz even, 
mix with the VFO and transmit on 7.000. All is 
well?? 


But, if the sidetone IS actually the DIFFERENCE 

between the two, would the 700 Hz be split 
between 

both mixers as well ??? Is the RX mixer 350 Hz 
up, 

and the TX mixer 350 Hz down?? Would this not 
give 

every received signal a 350 Hz (low) tone ?? I 

don't beleive that is the case. So what is the 

reason for lowering the freq. of the TX 

mixer crystal? 


2. - How does one verify that the proper offset 
(whatever that is) is achieved ?? The 
xtal/cap combo in the RX mixer, and 
the xtal/inductor combo in the TX 
mixer - is there a formula to calculate the 
offset ?? And if there is, calculations 
are great, but how does one verify ???? They 
all feed into pins 6 and 7 of their 
respective 602's. I can obtain a freq. 
measurement on pin 7, but it is not 
what I assume it would be. 
Even taking into account circuit loading of the 
freq. counter, and running it through a buffer, 
the numbers do not make sense. In my 40 meter 
SST, which, since the VXO runs ABOVE the received 


Signal, I assume that it receives CW on LSB - 
tone goes lower as freq. goes up and you approach 


zero-beat. The RX mixer offset measures 3.99992, 
with the 22 pf£ cap installed in parallel. 
How is that possible ??? 


Be advised, that I use this just as an example 

to illustrate my question, it's nota 

fix-my-rig question. However, I can't 

fix my rig, without understanding the theory here. 
All the material I have ever read seems to 
gloss-over this point, or 


maybe I'm just dense - (NO SHOW OF HANDS!!!)

MFJ has a great little book on wire antennas that is from their "73" series 
and it really gives you the lowdown on all sorts of long wires and their 
variants. I ran a 85' L for a while with the peak at 20 feet and it worked 
allright. I found my inverted v at 30 feet cut for 40 meters to be a better 
radiator and it is only a half wave lenght long. From what I understand you 
need a pretty good lenght for it to beat out a dipole.
